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VETERANS’ LOAN 
FUND EXPLAINED 


Amendment No. 1 Passage Is 
Urged by John D. Howe; 
Costs Nothing 








Amendment No. 1 
By John D. Howe 


In November, 1922, the people 
of Qalifornia passed legislation 
creating what is known as the 
Veteran’s Welfare Board, voting 
at that time ten million dollars 
to carry out the purpose of the 
law. 

The law provides that any eXx- 
service man, whether World War, 
Spanish or Civil War veteran can 
‘borrow from the state at 5 per 
cent, money for a home or farm 
not to exceed $5000 or $7500, re- 
spectively, after making an init- 


ial cash payment thereon of 5! 


per cent of the value of the home 
or farm. 

The veteran then pays monthly 
installments on his purchase which 
takes care of the interest and to 
return the bonds. 

Disabled veterans are 
preference in the order of 
chases. 

In November, 1926, a 20 million 
pond issue was voted, making a 
total of 30 million to date. The 
fund has been so splendidly ad- 
ministered and so economically 
and wisely invested that the sum 
of 30 million dollars has actually 
purebased property costing more 
than 36 million dollars. This 
money costs the state about 4% 
per cent and the veteran pays 5 
per cent, so that the difference of 
% of 1 per cent pays all the ex- 
penses of the Veteran’s Welfare 
pboard’s overhead, and contributes 
a substantial sum above the act- 
ual purchase money for homes. 
Over 7500 California Veterans are 
now the proud possessors of their 
own homes or farms and are pay- 
ing all the costs. 

The funds from the first two 
pond issues have been exhausted

and additional money is needed to | 


purchase farms and homes for 
thousands of veterans who have 
applied and are anxiously await- 
ing their turn. ‘ 

Proposition No. 1 calls for a 
bond issue that does not cost the 
voter one cent in interest, admin- 
istration or the money itself. You 
merely vote the credit of the state 
to obtain funds to lend to ex-ser- 
vice men the money for a home 
or a farm to be paid back in 20 
years or sooner. 

All political parties of California 
have endorsed Proposition No. 1, 
and three governors of California 
since the war have all approved 
and endorsed this beneficial legis- 
lation.
